Absurd Sjtuation 

Georgia has, in recent days, witnessed an 
utterly absurd situation at the state capitol. 
It has seen the Governor of the state refusing 


-.. to ask the attorney general for his opinion on 


\@ point of law interpretation, insisting instead 
that the opinion be sought of an assistant at- 
torney general. The reason for this, of course, 
‘js that the attorney general, Ellis Arnall, and 
Governor Talmadge are not in political sym- 
pathy. Whereas the assistant attorneys gen- 
eral were given their appointments by the Gov- 
ernor and would, therefore, be expected to 
render opinions pleasing to the Governor and 
his schemes. 

This, on its face, is an admission that opin- 
ions from the assistant attorneys general are 
not expected to be primarily honest interpre- 
tations of the law, but instead rulings as the 
Governor desires, regardless of the law in the 
case. A sad admission for a state whose of- 
ficials are presumed to be honest in their pub- 
lic and private life. — 

The Macon News, in an editorial dealing 
with this situation, suggests that assistant at- 
torneys general should either be elected by the 
people or else appointed by the attorney gen- 
eral himself. 

The first alternative suggestion is imprac- 
tical and undesirable. Georgia primary ballots 
are too long already, and additional names, for 
offices in which the people generally have but 
slightest interest, should be kept off. 

However it is rudimentary that the head 
of a department, or office, should have the 
naming of the assistants who are to serve 
under him and the office he is supposed to 
direct. It is farcical to expect any head of any 
department to function for the good of the 
people, efficiently, if he does not have full 
control of the personnel of his department. 

To permit anyone else to choose such as- 
sistants ia as unfair and impractical as to 
_place an executive at the head of an important 
business and withhold from him the right to 
gpelect his own assistants or employes. And, 
when antagonistic assistants are forcéd upon 
him, it makes the situation more farcical and 
‘more dangerous and more unfair. 

‘Certainly, if Georgia wants its department 
of law to function as it was intended and as 
it should, the attorney general should have sole 
voice in appointments of all assistants. And 


- jt goes without saying that any ruling on any 


law asked of that department, by anyone, 
should be given solely on honest interpretation 
of the wording and the intent of that law, and 
utterly without regard for political desires or 
political expediency. 

Otherwise the department might as well be 
scrapped and its cost of maintenance saved. 
For, unless its work is done honestly, it is 
useless.

Membership in the association 
consists of the incorporated towns and cities 
of Georgia, with membership fees scaled 
according to population.

and many others. The annual banquet will be 
held tonight. . 

Atlanta for these two days will be host to 
leaders in. municipal government and city 
affairs from all over Georgia.

“blind” to weather over Britain without in- 
formation from advance stations, either on the 
north Atlantic or in Greenland. - Naturally, 
such a base also could be expanded for use 
as a submarine base, an air base or other uses 
seriously endangering this country. Bombing 
operations from Greenland would bring the 
port of Halifax and the northeastern coast of 
the United States within the range of Nazi 
bombs. : j

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WASHINGTON. PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
F. D. R. AND 1942 CAMPAIGNS WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.— 


Assuming war events are 
not far different from what they are today, President Roosevelt, in 
the interest of national unity, is said to have already arrived at a 
decision to refrain from taking a partisan political stand in the 1942 
campaign, which will see a third of the senate and the entire mem- 
bership of the house come up for election. 

Instead of asking for the election or re-election of Democratic 
congressional candidates—a procedure that is customary in ordinary 
times——he is expected to give a broad endorsement of all supporters 
of the administration’s foreign policy. The voters would be left to 
decide free of White House persuasion where secondary issues pre- 
vailed. 


REMEMBERS 1918 If this proves to be true; it is not unlikely 

that a large measure of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
determination was influenced by a recollection of what happened 
in 1918, when the Democrats lost control of the house after Presi- 
dent Wilson made a partisan appeal to the country for the return 
of a Democratic congress. 

Having been a part of the Wilson administration, under which 
he served as assistant secretary of navy, Mr. Roosevelt is too keen 
an observer to allow the same mistake to be made again. There is 
little doubt that he will go down in history as the ablest politica] 
strategist the White House has seen up to the present time. 

Usually he is well a leap ahead of his political opponents. About 
the only time he was ever really put on the defensive was over the 
supreme court expansion plan. It didn’t take him ‘long to drop 
that when the controversy began to develop the temperature of a 
fresh-baked potato. 


FOR SAKE OF UNITY But aside from any question of politi- 
| cal strategy, the main purpose of the 
President’s non-participation in the 1942 campaign would be in ac- 
cordance with his effort to insure national unity at a time of threat- 
ened national peril. Not only is he ambitious to have his third 
administration marked by an era of good feeling, but he realizes 
that the demands of the hour require that the nation put up a united 
front if it is to adequately meet any war crisis that lies ahead. 
No president before him in history perhaps has made so many 
moves toward achieving national unity. It is worth while reviewing 


some of them lest the public lose sight of his efforts. 


NON-PARTISAN MOVES (First positive step taken by Mr. 

Roosevelt as evidence of his inten- 
tion to give the nation a nonpartisan administration in the face of 
threatened war involvement was his appointment last summer a 
year ago of two outstanding Republicans—neither of them New 
Dealers—to his cabinet: Secretary of War Stimson and Secretary 
of the Navy Knox. The latter had been the Republican vice presi- 
dential nominee in the. 1936 elections. 

Shortly thereafter he made an equally forceful gesture for Re- 
publican support of the Democratic administration by personally 
insisting on the nomination of Mr. Wallace, a former Republican, 
for vice president on the ticket with him. 

Later when a vacancy arose in: the chief justiceship of the su- 
preme court he gave the high office to a Republican—Harlan 
Fiske Stone, 

In between time in filling the various important posts in the 
national defense organization he disregarded party lines almost com- 
pletely by bringing into the governmental picture such industrial 
leaders as Knudsen, Nelson, Stettinious and a host of others who 
had no New Deal political predelictions. 


STRIKING CONTRASTS To give the national defense setup 


a truly nationalistic flavor he also 
brought into the picture various other elements representing one 
shade or another of American political and economic thought. Thus 
we find men like Sydney Hillman and Leon Henderson working 
side by side with industrialists like Knudsen and Nelson. 

The contrasts found are equally striking when we come to-ex- 
amine some of his nondefense governmental appointments. Con- 
sider the difference between former Attorney General Robert Jack- 
son, a simon-pure New Deal type, for instance, and his successor 
as head of the Department of Justice, Francis Biddle, scion of an old 


Philadelphia family fitting the description of the “economic royal- 
ists” Mr. Roosevelt once condemned. 


The: list could: be extended indefinitely. It seems sufficient to 
show, however, that the President, more than any of his predeces- 
sors. perhaps, has demonstrated a desire for national unity by deeds 
no less than words. Refusal to make a partisan appeal in the cam-

City Attorney Jack C. Savage 
attended the meeting yesterday 
and was authorized to draw the 
revised agreement.: Police Chief 
Hornsby was contacted about cer- 


tain phases of the proposal and 


was reported to have given his 
sanction. 

Major points of the reported 
revised compromise are: 


1. Hornsby will remain as po-: 
lice chief and will be given wide, & 
latitude in administration. He will | 


stake his future on performance 
and probably will waive any ap- 
peal to the courts if after a rea- 


sonable time council decides he 
has not done a good police job. 

2. Merit selection of new police- 
men, based on the results of men- 
tal and physical examinations will 
be instituted in the department, 
with the mental examination 
standard raised to include at least 
a high school edueation, 

3. Superior officers will be se- 
lected by nomination by the chief. 
The police chief may name three 
men for each position and the 
committee must elect one of the 
three thus named. The officers 
nominated must also be taken 
from an eligible list on the basis 
of merit examinations. 

4. Schools for patrolmen will be 
held so that the department may 
keep abreast of the latest methods 
of crime detection, crime preven- 
tion and traffic control advances. 

Several other provisions are in- 
cluded, but all may be-revised at 
Monday's session. 

Arkwright has insisted that the.

“Tell your readers,” a house- 
wife writes, “that advertisers who 
make you read a lot of. copy to 
find out. about their products 
aren't entitled to the considera- 
tion that’s due advertisers who 
keep their copy brief.” 

I’}1 do no such thing. 

The question of how long a 
piece of advertising copy. should 
be is almost as old as “Who Kill- 
ed Cock-Robin,”. but has never 
had as definite an answer. 

A good ad contains as many 
words as are necessary to tell the 
advertiser's story completely—no 
more and no less. If ten words 
mill tell the story, eleven words 
are too much—and if 500 words 
are necessary to tell the story, 
498 aren't enough. 

People read -an advertisement! 
because the headline or the illus- 
tration or both have ‘interested 
them. If people are interested in 
what a merchant has to say, they’ 
take all the time that’s necessary 
to get all the information the ad- 
vertiser can give them. If they 
aren't interested, a piece of copy 
that’s so short it fails to tell the 
story certainly won’t create the 
desire the advertiser is trying to 
form. 

You're far more apt to be irri- 
tated by an ad that gets you in- 
terested and then fails to answer 
your questions than: you are by 
an ad that tells you everything 
vou could possibly want to know 
nbout a product and some more 
besides. 

A salesman who talks too long 
may not sell you, but a salesman 
who doesn’t answer your ques- 
tions certainly won't sell you. Ad- 
vertising is a shopping guide, and 
the more complete guidance you 
get, the better you like it.

Dr. Barnard 


Joins Faculty 


At Oglethorpe 


Former Georgetown Pro- 
fessor To Head Anat- 
omy Department. 


Dr. John W. Barnard, who re- 
ceived his Ph, D. degree in anat- 
omy from the University of Mich- 
igan and was formerly assistant 
professor of anatomy at George- 


town University Medical school, is 
now associated with the Ogle- 
thorpe University School of Medi- 
cine, 

Dr. Barnard has been elected 
professor of anatomy and has been 
placed in entire charge of the de- 
partment of anatomy. 

Besides his teaching experience, 
Dr. Barnard has published a num- 
ber of papers on-subjects in neuro- 
anatomy, especially the hypolossal 
nucleus, the nerve center that con- 
trols the action of the tongue. Dr. 
Barnard brought with him a per- 
sonal collection of materials which 
enabled him to prepare for the 
opening of school within two 
weeks of his arrival. Other ma- 
terials supplied through the Emory 
Medical school and the Anatomical 
Board of Georgia enabled Dr. 
Barnard to open on October 1 
with 76 students, two and a half 
months after the first public an- 
nouncement concerning the newly 
organized school.

Medical Program Urged 
for Adoption Through- 
out State. . 


BRUNSWICK, Ga,, Oct. 15.—(/P) 
The Brunswiek-Glynn county sys- 
tem of extending medical services 
to indigent cases was recommend- 
ed for state-wide adoption as a 
solution to correcting defects 
found in young men called under 
the draft. | 

Speaking before the Eighth Dis- 
trict Medical Society yesterday, 
Dr. Allen H, Bunce, of Atlanta, 
praised the local program in which 
clinical facilities are provided by 
county, state and federal 
funds and medical arid surgical 
— are donated by local doc- 

ors. 

The plan was established in 
1936 by the Glynn County Medi- 
cal Society and city and county 
authorities. It furnishes free med- 
ical care for indigent and border 
line cases, who are certified by 
the County Welfare Department. 

Two part-time physicians hold 
patient clinics daily. Cases unable 
to visit the clinic are attended in 
their homes. Emergency surgical 
and accident cases are hospitalized 
with the aid of government funds. 

The city hospital is owned by 
Brunswick: and operated by city 
and county commissioners. 

Dr. Bunce, in urging adoption of 
the plan by .other communities, 
said, ‘“‘When Georgia localities pro- 
vide clinics for their needy, the 
Medical Associaton of Georgia 
through its county societies will 
provide medical and surgical treat- 
ment second to none for Georgia’s 
needy.”

Preacher Uses Miracles 
of Science in His 
Lectures. 


Irwin A. Moon, of Los Angeles, 
is a preacher who uses modern 
miracles of science to illustrate 
his sermons and yesterday after- 
noon he gave an impromptu deme 
onstration which left a Constitu- 
tion reporter and photographer 
wringing wet with perspiration 
from the excitement. 

The Rev. Moon is appearing 
each afternoon at the Baptist 
Tabernacle and gives a free per- 
formance each night at the city 
auditorium. His show yesterday 
was staged at the auditorium with 
only representatives of the press 
there, except for a few passers- 
by who stopped to watch, 

1,000,000 Volts, 

The preacher warmed up to his 
subject gradually and did some 
simple little scientific tricks like 
producing fire from certain chem- 
icals and tricks of voice recorde 
ing before he really let go and 
shot two-foot sparks from 1,000,- 
000 volts of electricity through 
his fingertips while the photog- 
rapher was taking his picture. 

This was one of the stunts 
which left Carolyn McKenzie, the 
photographer, with her eyes agog. 
She didn’t know whether she had 
remembered to snap her camera 
shutter or not when it was done. 

It left Mrs. Moon, wife of the 
scientific minister, wiping gobs of 
perspiration off too. She helped 
in the experiment and held one of 
the double-check switches to cut 
the electricity if anything appear- 
ed to be going wrong with her 
husband. 

Records Sound Rays, 

Moon does so many amazing 
and interesting things with the 
implements of the scientist’s lab- 
oratory it’s impossible to recount 
them all. For one thing, he plays 
swing- -time bugle calls by record- 
ing the sound of the rays of a 
flashlight. 

That same flashlight will roar 
like a lion, sound like a couple of 
Spitfires in deadly battle with 
Stukas, and not only that, Moon 
can talk over it like a micro- 
phone. 

The Los Angeles minister, ape 
pearing here with the Moody Bi- 
ble Institute conference, is hue 
morous and. entertaining as he 
connects his scientific demonstrae- 
tions with the gospel he preaches. 

For instance, he has a direce 
tional microphone which can pick 
up a whispered conversation five 
blocks away and make it sound as 
though it were whispered in your 
ear.
